3. The sentences are short, and the lines wide 

apart. 

4. Frequent pages of review sentences that are 

numbered, for convenience of tests. 

5. The whole lesson is always in sight. 

6. The vocabulary is unexceptionable. 

7. The grading is neaidy perfect.
